FAIR’ PAY 


FOR HALF SITE

The Fair department store yesterday 
negotiated teases on the eastern half 
of the site bounded by State, Adams, 
Dearborn, and the alley, for seventy- 
nine years and ninety-nine years, 
which involve a total payment of $20,- 
281,600. All this is preliminary to 
the Fair’s $3,500,000 building program 
calling for four additional stories and 
ee etc., told about recently. 

The leasing was made in two separate 
deals.

; Trips Take Students’ Time. 

“J do not believe in intersectional 
football, for the reason that the trips 
take too much time from the schoo! 
work. We have had a good instance 
of this in the trip made to Princeton 
last fall. Although we were pleased 
with the results of the game, we were 
not altogether pleased with the way in 
which it hindred the school work. of 
the men who made the trip. 
“I also believe, as does President 
Lowell, that the increase in public in- 
terest in football has caused it to have 
excessive importance in college life. It 
is a fine thing to have sports which 
help in the physical upbulilding of the 
college student, but there is a line of 
demarcation between enough interest 
and too much interest In the sports. 
“As to whether it is athletics which 
draws the student body to the institu- 
tion, Iam of the opinion that it is only 
the athletically inclined who pay any 
attention to the caliber of teams the 
institution supports.” 


President Scott’s Statement. 


Here is the statement of President 
Scott of Northwestern as dictated by

“The American colleges do not exist 
for the sake of Latin or of football 
Occasionally a teacher of Latin be- 
comes so enthusiastic for his topic of 
“amstruction that he becomes a teacher 
of Latin and not a teacher of men. 
Athletic coaches sometimes become so 
enthusiastic for football] that they as- 
sume the function of the university to 
be t@ teach footbrll rather than to train 


men,

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
“Whole Wheat Pudding. 


Whole wheat or graham flour cooked 
like any cereal, and with raisins, per-' 
haps, or without, makes a powerfully 
gratifying luncheon dish for those who 
are chilly, or half sick with a cold, or 
something of the sort. Of course, it is 
best to grind your own wheat, because 
some of the whole eat commercially 
ground may get le before you buy 
them. Perhaps, without being stale, 
some of them have a sort of strawy 
taste anyway. 

This flour cooks more thoroughly if 
in considerable liquid, but less may be 
used for a pudding. Put one-half cup 
of whole wheat flour into a double boil- 
er top, with a level teaspoon of salt, 
two cups of cold water—this amount 
makes it rather thin and porridge-like 
—and one of the 5 cent packages. of 
seedless raisins ef the sort now put out 
by several firms. A flour must be 
stirred in this sort of cooking, although 
a granular farina or cornmeal does not 
need to be. The raisins carry it down 
and lump it somewhat, so it must be 
‘stirred. The raisins should be picked 
over and washed.

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WHEAT PRICE UP 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 

Sensationally bullish figures on farm 
reserves of wheat in the United States 
and a department of agriculture report 
indicating that Europe must buy large 
quantities of grain in the world’s mar- 
ket brought in a liberal run of buying 
orders for futures. At no time were 
prices as low as the previous day's fin- 
ish and the close was within %c of 
the top with net gains of 2c. Corn 
was rather dull, but gained %@%sc, 
while oats Were up %c and rye 1%c. 

Commission houses and iocal traders 
were on the buying side from the start. 
Offerings were light until May touched 
$1.138%, at which figures there was free 
selling on resting orders for a while 
which checked the advance, but the buy- 
ing continued and the offerings were 
finally absorbed and later there were 
some stop loss orders uncovered.
